8aJ» Francisco, May 17.— Additional 
•dvloM brought from Houolnln by the 
steamer AoftrallA, xaAst data of May 
8, have an important bearing upon the 
question of the treatment to be accord' 
ed the prisoners, convicted by court 
martial of treosoa, aiMl of persons de 
ported for the same, offeuse who have 
appealed to the goTerument of the 
United Statee for protection, dalmtng 
to be citisens of that country. 

The most notable were the cases of 
Crunstun, deported to Vancouver and 
j. F. Bowler, sentenced to five years 
imprisoniueut ;iiid itrLOOO fine. In each 
of these cast s iipjH'iils were made to the 
United Sr.ui's novcrnmpnt for pro- 
tection. The action of tlio ilepartincnt 
of ^tutc ill behalf of these castj.s has been 
made known to the friends of tlie nieu 
here and the fornial Icttt^rs of Secretary 
(rrcsham are now bcin^ jtubliKhed as 
indicatiii'^ tlic atiiiudo tlie state depart 
nient at vVashinj^tini has assunicd to 
ward the whuic qiK'stKui of ciiizenship

I am informed that the supreme court 
of HawaU hiy Md that th« takingof this 
oath opemtes to naturnlbc the alien and 
admit him to full cltlzen.'=:hip. It is not 
claimed that since 1885 Mr. Uowler ever 
returned to the United States oriesidad 
elsewhere than on the Islands. 

This government lias never held to the 
doctrine of perpetual allegiance: on the 
contrary, from its organilsation it has 
maintained that lib) right to throw off 
one's natural allegSmoe and assume an- 
other is inallbnable. "Kzpatriation," said 
Attorney Geitoral Block in I8BR, "includes 
not only emigration <mt of one's native 
country, but naturalisation in the country 
adopted as a futiue residence." 

The effect of naturalisation is to place 
the adopted citizen in the same relation to 
the government as native citisens or sub- 
jects. The right of the Hawaiian govern- 
ment with his consent to adopf Mr. 
Bowler as fully as if he bad been bom 
upon its sol) is as clear as his right to ex- 
patriate himself. He inanifi-slcd his in- 
tention of abandoning his American citi- 
zenship by taking the n,dh to support the 
coiistit HI ion and laws of Hawaii and bi ar 
true alleKiailee to takllljf and si> far as 
known he inanif 'sted no eontiary inteii 
tion before Ills arn-st.

The Preeeat Bepablie Will Be OvwthrAfhi 
MBd a Monarehy Katablfaihed. 

San FnAJfcisco, May 17. — A local pa- 
per prints the rollo\> iui,': Privat<^ letters 
received from Honoliihi by the steamer 
Australia declare that a ehaiiKe of ad- 
ministration will soon occur there and 
that the change is advocated by no ie.>s 
personage than ex-Miuister Thurston. 
The iufurmatiou comes from a most ro 
liable source and can not be questioned. 

According to tlie letters received, all 
that is preserving the present govern- 
ment is the fact that it po.ssesses the 
arms necessary to quell another out- 
break, and is exerting itself in its eftorts 
to prevent the landing of oontrabund 
anns. It is well known that the gov- 
ernment force numerically, are greatly 
in the minority, and no one has been 
made to realize this more than Minister 
Thurston 

At a recent conference between Min- 
ister Thnrston and President Dole and 
othw rnambem <olL his cabinet the former 
declared that the only hope of perma- 
nent peace on the islands will M real- 
ized ill placing Princess KainlaBl in the 
position whion the fonner monarchy 
proposed that sha shonld some day have. 

Mr. Thnrston is repbrted to hava ad- 
vocated this stop so strongly that Preai- 
dent Dole and his oabinat becama 
alarmed and have since given the mat- 
ter many hours of consideration. 

Passengers on the AiutraliahaTeonn- 
fided the fact that the republio is on its 
last legs. Various big organiasations are 
breaking away from President Dole and 
the opposing forces, wliioh were some- 
what subdued after the recent uprising 
by the show of arms made by the gov- 
ernment, are now l)ecoming more bold. 

An alarm is likely to be sounded any 
night," remarked one pxssenger, "and 
if it is, you e.iii expect to hear of the 
downfail of the republic. There is no 
ese.iiH) tor it. The people are dis,-«tis- 
tieil, and particularly the Americans, 
who, if arous>'d, will lind at their sides 
all the assistanee they need to effect a 
complete eliaiiKc in the govorutnent. 

.Minister Tliiirslon'.s uneasiness has 
become so apparent to the opiKising 
forces that the latter have gainotl more 
courage.

PiTTSBURQ, May 17.— A resolution 
ordering a general snspenson of work in 
all the mines in the Pittsbnrg district, 
was adopted at the miners' ' convention 

here yesterday. It was also decided to 
establish camps at all tie' jiits working 
below the rate. The convention was 
one of the largest ever held here, and 
the sentiment of the men wa^ for call- 
ing out oU the miners who work- 
ing for the 01 -cent rato or for the (lO- 
cent rate. Many of the delegates 
favored demandiug 71 ceut.s, but it was 
finally decided to demand the old wages. 

The delegates left for their homes 
yesterday evening to ascrertain the sen- 
timent among the miners and will re- 
turn and report to the convention. 
There was a meeting of operators and 
minors after the convention, but both 
sides were hrni and nothing was oc- 
coibplisned. The operators say they 
will now bring new men into their 
mines. If they do, there will likely be 
■erions trouble. 

OHIO MINERS QUIET. 

No West VlrKinla Coal Wu Stopped Alone 
the Wheeling and Uriie Krie kand. 

Ma.** DILLON, O., May 17.— The reported 
outbreak of the miners between Lauitd- 
toii and Dillouvale, on the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie railway, is ab.solutely de- 
nied by Superintendent St. nit and all 
the Wlieeling and Lake Erie ofiicials. 

It was sa:d that the miners had 
gathered along the tracks in great num- 
bers and liad detained passing trains 
With the exiiectatiou of stopping any 
West Virginia coal found in transit. 
Superintendent titout thinks that tiie 
stories originated with discharged em- 
ployes, who circulated them for a 
malii;ions purpose.

WA<iirN(iTn\, ;May 1 7.— rnofTicial re 
ports re;i.'hing here im- to the effect that 
General Campos has advised the Spati 
ish government to allow him to institute 
a series of reforms in Cnba aa a means 
of bringing the rebellion to an end. It 
is stated thut the Spanish minister of 
colonial affairs has approved the plan 
and that it will be put into ezeontiou at 
an early day. It was by such means 
that General Campos brongnt the former 
rebellion to an end. Spain was slow, 
however, in carrying out the promised 
plan of reform and it isulaimei that 
some of the promises were never kept. 
This has stimulated the present out- 
break. 

It is said that on olTer of settlement 
at the present time, in order to be ac- 
ceptable to the rebel leaders, would 
have to include autonomy or home rule 
for Cuba, expenditnre of the income 
from Cuban taxes on internal improve- 
ments instead of for Sptmish war and 
naval exi)ense8, amnesty to all engaged 
in the present uprising and t)i« full exe- 
cution of reforms promised in l.«78. The 
conservative cla.sses of Cuba iu"e said to 
be anxious for such a settlement, and 
the radical element, it is thought, is too 
much reduced by defeats to lose the op- 
portunity of an honorable peace assur- 
ing their personal safety.

Cii\-;rANTiN()i'i,i;, May 17.— The note 
presented to the sultuu by the repre- 
sentatives of the powers respecting re- 
forms iu Armenia comprises 25 closely 
written quarto pages. Among the 
measures prtdimimu y to the refoi nisthe 
note delhands the a]ipoiiitnient of a 
high comiiii>sioner, general amnesty for 
and reh'.isc of ;dl political pri.soiii'rs, the 
revision ui certain juilgnients and the 
appointment of u eommi.-sion to sit at 
Constantinople, charged with the >iir 
veillauee and applieatlou of tho reforms 
and working in eoneert with the high 
comniisMoiier previously referred to. 

The prinein.il reforms demamleil are 
that the governois and vice governors 
of Van Er/eioiiin, Sivas, Bitlis, Khar- 
pnt .md Tri lii/.onile U- Christian or 
Mussulman, :» cording to how the popu- 
lation of these plaees be divided. In 
any case the governor or vico governor 
is to be a Christian. The note also sug- 
gests th.it sueh otticials shonld lint be 
apin-oved by the powers. 

In regard to the tinances all the ta.Tes 
are to be collected by liM al and not by 
state ofticiids, and enough is to be re- 
tained Udore the money is forwarded to 
Const, intiiioiile to defray the cost of lo- 
c;d administration. This is the exact 
opposite to the present system by which 
all taxes arc lii st sent to Cuustautiuople, 
from which l ity bat little money re- 
turns to Armenia. 

The judicial reforms proposed by the 
powers riake radical changes in tlie 
lire.^eiit system, insure proper trials, the 
suiveillan(;e of prisons and the total 
abolition of torture. 

The gendannerie, or police, is to be 
composed ecjually of Turks and Chris- 
tians, and the latter and Kurds ore still 
to be retained in the notorions Hatna- 
dian cavali^, bnt they are not to be ^• 
lowed to have arms except during drill. 

Finally the government is to strictly 
enforce the laws against oompnlsory 
conversions to Islam. 

In many circles here it is contended 
that the foregoing reforms are qnito in> 
adequate, and that the abnsea- com- 
plained of by the Armeniana will soon 
recommence. 

The snltanjTead the note of the pow- 
ers atteutiTely, and his reception of it 
was not unfavorable. It is understood 
that he recognized that the proposals 
do not compromise his sovereign righto 
or dignity. He has had several 
conferences with the various ambassa- 
dors, and iu a conference with Baron 
Calice, tlie Austri.in ambassador, the 
latter strongly urged the saltan to 
acquiesce with the demands of the 
powers. The sultan was not offended 
and sent him a valuable present. His 
majesty appears to count upon the 
moral support of Kuiperor William of 
(b!imaiiy, to whom he sent an auto- 
grajih letter hy Hertrani I'^llindl, under 
bei retaiy of the buieau of indirect taxa- 
tion, who started for Berlin last Thnrt- 
day.

Ni;w York, May 17.— A fire which 
threatened to destroy .several blocks in 
the most thickly populated section of 

Coney Lsland started yesterday in Felt- 
man's daiieing pavilion, and quickly 
spread to the .idjuining buildings. 

The hrel«)at Itoody joined the liremeu 
iu the efforts to stop the progress of the 
tlames, but to little advantage. A call 
for aid was sent to Siieepshead Bay, 
Parkville, Bensonhurst, Bath Beach 
and Brooklyn. The lire bUrued fiercely, 
and the efforts to prevent it from 
spreading fa-'ther met with no success. 

Within a short time the O'Brien's 
hoU*!, the St. Nicholas hotel, .Steuben- ' 
bord's hotel and l.'i small frame struc- 
tures had been destroyed. 

Tlie flames then cros.sed Surf avenue 
and caught iu the other block, which 
they thieateiu'd with destruction. Sev- 
eral engines of the Brooklyn fire de- 
partment arriveit about this time, and 
soon afterward the fire ^yas gotten un- 
der control. Over .50 buildings, many 
being small ones, were destn^ed. The 
total loss is about illlO(),000. 

The territory covered by the fire was 
Ixjunded by Sea Beach walk, Maiden 
lane. Culver's walk and Surf avenue. . 
A large number of families have been 
reudei-ed homeless. They took sefnga^ 
in the Sea Beach palace. 

This is the third big fire thathaa 
visited Coney Island at the beginning 
of the season. The first two fires ransed 
about iJtI()i),(M)n damage eiu^h.

The wheat sii])i)ly of the .southwest has 
beri.iiie :ilniost wliolly exhausted, aud 
crop pnisprcls are so poor that the few 
who posse>s wiii at are disjxised to hold 
to it. There are aOiuit ilUO.OOO bushels 
in Kansas City elevators, but very little 
of it is for sah^ at anj- price. c5liicago 
has over iO,OLKJ,(J()0 bushels iu store, and 
mills all over the ct niral, west and 
»southwest have been eomiM'Ued to go to 
that city for supplies— doubtless buying 
back in some ea.ses the very wheat 
which wus shipped to Chicago from 
their localities last fall when wheat was 
cheap. 

TJie possibility of shipping wheat 
from Cliioago to Kansas City haa beeu 
talked of for some time past. It has 
now become an actual occnrrance, and 
it is u thing which never happened be- 
fore since Kausa« began to n&ae wheat 
for the west.
